Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.

MALE  AND  FEMALE  MINIMUM  WAGE  ORDER  No.  46  (1954) 


Order  Establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the  Fresh  Fruit  and 
Vegetable  Industry 


PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act”  and  the 
“  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  Order  “fresh  fruit  and  vegetable  industry” 
means  all  operations  in  or  incidental  to  the  canning,  preserving,  drying,  or  packing 
of  any  kind  of  fresh  fruit  or  vegetable. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  employer  and  to  every  male  and  female 
employee  in  the  fresh  fruit  and  vegetable  industry  except: — 

(a)  Employees  covered  by  another  Order  of  the  Board  specifically  defining 
their  work: 

( ft )  Employees  covered  by  the  provisions  of  section  4  of  the  “  Hours  of  Work 
Act.” 

3.  That,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Equal  Pay  Act,”  the  minimum  wage 
for  employees  to  whom  this  Order  applies  shall  be  as  provided  in  clauses  (1),  (2), 
(3),  (4),  and  (5)  of  this  section. 

(1)  Male  employees,  except  as  provided  in  clause  (2)  hereof,  75  cents  per 
hour;  female  employees,  except  as  provided  in  clause  (2)  hereof,  60 
cents  per  hour: 

(2)  Employees  classified  under  section  7  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act  ” 
and  section  6  of  the  “  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  for  whose  employ¬ 
ment  permits  in  writing  have  been  issued  by  the  Board:  The  wage  or  rate 
of  pay  prescribed  in  the  permit: 

(3)  (i)  All  employees,  during  the  period  June  1st  to  November  30th,  inclusive, 
in  each  year: — 

(a)  Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  the 
first  two  hours,  or  part  thereof,  worked  in  excess  of  9  hours  in  any  one 
day: 

(ft)  Double  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours  worked 
in  excess  of  1 1  hours  in  any  one  day: 

(c)  Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  all 
hours  worked  in  excess  of  54  hours  in  any  one  week;  provided,  however, 
that  such  overtime  shall  not  include  any  overtime  covered  under  sub¬ 
clauses  (i)  (a)  and  (i)  (ft)  of  this  clause: 

(ii)  All  employees,  during  the  period  December  1st  in  each  year  until  May 
31st,  inclusive,  in  the  following  year: — 

(a)  Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  all 
hours  worked  in  excess  of  8  in  any  one  day: 

(ft)  Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  all 
hours  worked  in  excess  of  44  in  the  week  where  the  hours  worked  do  not 
exceed  8  in  any  one  day: 

(iii)  Clause  (3)  (ii)  with  respect  to  overtime  rate  of  pay  shall  not  apply  to 
employees  working  under  arrangements  with  respect  to  hours  of  work 
established  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  5  or  section  11  (3)  or 
section  11  (4)  of  the  “Hours  of  Work  Act”  until  the  employee  has 
completed  the  hours  so  established. 

(4)  Clause  (3)  with  respect  to  the  overtime  rate  of  pay  may  be  varied  by  the 
Board  to  meet  the  conditions  that  may  apply  when: — 

(i)  An  industrial  undertaking  or  class  of  industrial  undertaking  as 
defined  in  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  is  exempt  in  whole  or  in  part  from 
the  operation  of  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  pursuant  to  section  12  of  the 
said  Act;  or 

(ii)  A  regulation  is  made  by  the  Board  with  respect  to  an  industrial 
undertaking  as  defined  in  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  section  11  of  the  said  Act: 

(5)  (i)  An  employee  reporting  for  work  on  the  call  of  an  employer,  except 
school  students  reporting  for  work  on  school-days:  The  employee’s 
regular  rate  of  pay  for  the  entire  period  spent  at  the  place  of  work  in 
response  to  the  call,  with  a  minimum  in  any  one  day  of  3  hours’  pay 
at  the  employee’s  regular  rate. 

(ii)  School  students  reporting  for  work  on  school-days  on  the  call 
of  an  employer:  The  student’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  the  entire  period 
spent  at  the  place  of  work  in  response  to  the  call,  with  a  minimum  in 
any  one  day  of  2  hours’  pay  at  the  student’s  regular  rate. 

4.  That,  except  as  provided  in  sections  3  (3),  5,  6,  11  (3),  and  11  (4)  of 
the  “Hours  of  Work  Act,”  from  December  1st  in  each  year  until  May  31st, 
inclusive,  in  the  following  year  the  hours  of  work  of  any  employee  shall  not 
exceed  8  in  the  day  and  44  in  the  week. 

5.  That  after  not  more  than  5  consecutive  hours’  employment  (which  shall 
include  any  brief  rest  period)  every  employee  in  the  fresh  fruit  and  vegetable 
industry  shall  be  given  at  least  1  hour  free  from  duty;  provided,  however,  that 
if  a  petition  in  writing  signed  by  at  least  75  per  cent  of  his  employees  requesting 
a  shorter  period  free  from  duty  is  received  by  any  employer,  he  may,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Board,  grant  such  petition,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  period  free 
from  duty  be  less  than  half  an  hour. 

6.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as  often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  each 
of  his  employees  all  wages  and  salary  earned  by  the  employee  up  to  a  day  not 
more  than  8  days  prior  to  the  date  of  payment.

7.  That  every  employer  shall  post  and  keep  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place 
in  his  establishment,  so  that  all  employees  affected  thereby  may  have  ready  access

(a)  A  copy  of  this  Order: 

( b )  A  schedule  setting  out  the  daily  shifts  and  intervals  free  from  duty  of 
each  of  his  employees  during  the  period  December  1st  in  each  year 
until  May  31st,  inclusive,  in  the  following  year. 

8.  (1)  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in  his  establishment  a  true  and  correct 
record  in  the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and  the  hours  worked  each 
day  by  each  of  his  employees,  together  with  a  register  in  the  English  language  of 
the  names,  ages,  occupations,  and  residential  addresses  of  all  of  his  employees. 

(2)  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand  of  the  Board  or  any  person 
authorized  in  writing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  produce  for 
inspection  all  records  kept  by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours  of  labour,  or 
conditions  of  labour  and  employment  of  any  or  all  of  his  employees. 

9.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at  Vancouver,  B.C.,  on  the  5th  day 
of  May,  1954,  shall  take  effect  on  the  31st  day  of  May,  1954. 

10.  That  Orders  Nos.  46  (1946)  and  47  (1946)  of  the  Board,  establishing 
a  minimum  wage  in  the  fruit  and  vegetable  industry,  dated  the  25th  day  of  June, 
1946,  and  subsequent  amendments  thereto  are  hereby  rescinded.
